OTHER “JIM CROW” LEGISLATION 
10 IN ABEYANCE.

GUTHRIE (Okla.) Jan. 2.—By far 
the most interesting sessions of the 
convention which is in the midst of a 
Constitution for the proposed Stace of 
Oklahoma was that of this afternoon, 
when the “Jim Crow” problem stole 
into the debate on the committee re- 


port forbidding bet ween 
whites and blacks and the Indian and 
negro races, 


The question of inserting in the Con- 
stitution a plank providing for sep- 
arate cars and waiting-rooms in Okla- 
homa is the most delicate that con- 
fronts the delegates. The self-styled 
“conservatives,” headed by Murray, 
Haskell and Hayes, are opposed to the 
proposed measure on the ground that 
there is danger of the President veto- 
ing the Constitution. 

The opposition under the generalship 
of Leahy, Leadbetter and Baller. con- 
tends that 75 per cent. of the delegates 
were elected on platforms specifying a 
“Jim Crow” plank. There is a dispo- 
sition on the part of the majority to 
await the anewer of the President to a 
memorial asking his opinion on the pro- 


posed plank.

A contract has been made 
between the two companies by which 
each is to have a majority in the 
board of directors every ~¢. year, 
thus dividing the control. con- 
tract It 
is now in New York. 

This t the most important fact 
brought out by the examination this 
morning. It shows that the Santa Fé 
abandoned its intention of building a 
through line from this city to Eureka 
when it found that an arrangement 
could be made with the Southerg Pa- 
cific for the use of its road from Wil- 
lite to Tiburon. 

LINE FROM BAKERSFIELD. 

Payson stated that the line from 
Bakersfield to Mojave over the Te- 
hachepi, owned by the Southern Pa- 
cific, is used jointly by the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fé. The Santa 
Fé pays @ rental, and the costs of 
operation and maintenence are ‘divided 
between the two companies.
